TEXAS RECLAMATION BILL NOW IN 
BALANCE BEFORE STATE SENATE 


Rountree Houie Bill For $600,000 Set in Senate 
Thursday By Senator Holbrook-It Is Believed 
the Vote Is Evenly Divided on Its Passage in 
the Upper House. 


Representative Lee J. Rountree of Brazos and Grimes coun­ 
ties, arrived home last night and was called back to Austin 
at noon today on account of the fight on the Texas Reclama­ 
tion Bill carrying an appropriation of $600,000 for a topo­ 
graphical and hydrographic survey of the Brazos, Trinity, 
Colorado, Rio Grande and other Texas rivers including stream 
measurements under direction of the Board if Water Engi­ 
neers and State Reclamation Department. 
It is argued in the 
Senate that the Rountree House Bill No. 17 is an appropria­ 
tion bill and there is a $2,000,000 deficiency in the state 
treasury on account of delinquent taxes for 1921. 
The bill 
passed the House finally on Monday after a battle royal of 
several hours and applause and cheers greeted its final pas­ 
sage in the House and gallery. 
Senator Holbrook, of Galves­ 
ton, who has charge of the bill in the Senate states that the 
Senate is about evenly divided on the bill. 
It is one of the 
constructive measures favored by the Democratic p latfo m 
and the first to pass the House. 
FAVORS TWO SPECIAL SESSIONS 
Representative Rountree states there will be no general 
appropriation bill at the present 60-days regular session. 
The 
time is two short to appropriate $40,000,000 for two years for 
the expenses of the courts, departments, educational insti­ 
tutions (including A. and M. College). 
He favors two special 
sessions, one to deal with taxation measures and then the sec­ 
ond to deal with appropriations entirely. 
“I have mentioned 
these details to Governor Neff,” he said “and hope such plans 
will be adopted in the present serious financial crisis in state 
affairs.” 
Chairman John E. Quaid 
of the 
appropriation 
committee has agreed to the plan it is understood and this will 
postpone the Rountree bills for $100,000 for an Extension 
Building and the purchase of 383 acres of additional land 
for A. and M. College for which he asks $150,000. 
Dr. W. 
B. Bizzell and A. D. Jackson are in Austin and E. H. Astin, of 
Bryan, and Ward Templeman, of Navasota, are expected to 
go there tonight. 
A telephone message from Homer D. Wade, 
of Fort Worth, states that Senator Holbrook, of Galveston, 
has asked that the Reclamation bill in the Senate be postponed 
until Thursday so that Representative Rountree can be at the 
hearing in the Senate.

■CONSTRUCTIVE BILLS 
I BEFORE LEGISLATURE 


(Houston Post Special.) 
AUSTIN, Texas, Jan. 23.— Activ­ 
ity in the 38th legislature was limited 
today to discussion of several minor 
bills, the more important 
measures 
having been held over until Monday 
for committee reports and to allow 
further time for committee work. 
Creation of the Texas college of 
Technology and Textile Engineering 
is provided for in a bill introduced in 
the house today by Carpenter of Dal­ 
las, which was referred to the com­ 
mittee on commerce and manufac­ 
turers. 
The bill carries an appro­ 
priation of $200,000 for building and 
equipping the college, the purpose of 
which is to provide education along, 
the lines of manufacturing cotton, 
wool, leather and other raw materials 
produced in Texas. 
A board consisting of the govern­ 
or, attorney general, and three busi­ 
ness men of the state is to locate tho 
■lite for the college. 
For the *mr- 
po®e of management, the governor 
is authorized to appoint a board of 
18 directors who shall hold office for 
a period of six years. 
Chicken Theft a Felony 
After voting down overwhelmingly 
an amendment by Brady of Galves­ 
ton to exempt persons of African de­ 
scent, the house passed finally the 
Sparkman bill making theft of chick­ 
ens and other domestic fowls a fel­ 
ony. 
Punishment of not exceeding 
6 months in county jail and not more 
than two years in the penitentiary, 
is provided. 
The house finally ap­ 
proved the Purl wife and child de­ 
sertion bill making the offense a fel­ 
ony instead of 
a misdemeanor as 
heretofore. 
The Purl bill was the 
target of an hour’s eloquent and at 
times impassioned verbiage, but all 
those who took the floor indorsed 
its purpose. 
It specified that any 
husband who deserts or refuses to 
support his wife who 
ma) 
be 
in 
needy circumstances or any parent 
who shall desert or refuse to provide 
for his or her child or children un­ 
der 16 years of age, shall be deemed 
guilty of a felony and upon convic­ 
tion be punished by confinement in s 
the penitentiary for not less than j 
one year nor more than five years. 
The vote on the Purl bill on final 
passage was 104 to 7, the folowing 
voting no: Brady of Galveston. Bar­ 
ker of Henrietta, Weasels

Joint In v estig a tio n 
A resolution was introduced in the 
house Friday afternoon calling for ar 
investigation 
of the state 
depart­ 
ments, eleemosynary institutions and 
v>ther state departments with refer­ 
ence to the number of employes now 
engaged. 
The purpose of the resolu­ 
tion seeks to find out if there are 
too many persons now employed by 
the state. 
The idea being *o find 
out if there is too much money being 
expended for salaries in the various 
departments. 
The measure is a concurrent reso­ 
lution and calls for five members of 
the house and three from the senate 
the members from both branches to 
be appointed by the presiding offic­ 
ers of each house. 
The 
committee on appropriations 
went on record as opposed to pass­ 
ing any general appropriations bills 
before the 60 days of the regular 
session of the legislature have passed. 
In making this statement the chair­ 
man, J. E. Quaid of El Paso, stated 
that he wanted it understood that 


the committee wa* not favoring an 
extra session but that they wanted 
to see where the money was going to 
come from before they passed fav­ 
orably on any general appropriation 
bills. 
R ou n tree Back* Bill® 
Despite bitv-r opposition two bills, 
commonly believed to be favored by 
the administration, have made fav­ 
orable progress in the 
legislature. 
Both of the®e bills are 
backed 
by 
Representative Rountree. His meas­ 
ure seeking a survey of Texas for 
purpose of mapping < ut a flood con­ 
trol plan, passed r 
engrossment late 
Friday after a warm debate of sev­ 
eral hours. 
The vote was 76 to 48 
It carries an appropriation of $600,- 
000 for the work, 
Rountree-Quaid 
joint 
resolution 
for a constitutional convention, ha* 
been reported favorably by the com­ 
mittee on constitutional amendments. 
The bill, however, came 
from 
the 
committee room amended to submit

tion, 1924, rather than July 4 this 
year. 
Among th* more important resolu­ 
tions coming up this week are the 
Pope bills seeking to tie the hands of 
the text book commission in expendi­ 
tures for new study books. The com­ 
mittee report on this bill has been 
held up until Monday to give Gov­ 
ernor Neff an opportunity to make 
recommendations, but will be decided 
if the chief executive should fail to 
take opportunity 
for 
comment by 
Monday. 
P o w e r to C o m m u n io n 
A proposal that the entire rate- 
making power of the municipalities 
be invested in the 
state 
railroad 
commission with the end in view of 
seeking a solution of the perplexing 
utilities problems in the state, wa* 
proposed by Senator Robert A. Stu­ 
art of Fort Worth. 
The senator con­ 
tended that the railroad commission 
was best fitted for judication of rate 
disputes. J• ininj .Senator Stuart was 
Senator Ridgeway of Bexar county. 
Besides this legislation, Senator Stu­ 
art introduced a measure which, if 
passed, will reform the marital laws 
of the state.

DR. HUNNICUTT WILL 
HEAD THE HEW BRAZOS 
VALLEY EGG HATCHERY 


At the m eeting of the Wellborn 
Community Club, Dr. ll. J. Hunni- 
cutt addressed the assembled people 
of that community, to the number 
of about three hundred, on a topic 
of peculiar interest to most of the 
neonle— that of 
the 
hatching of 
chicks. 
He was introduced by C. L. 
Beason, county 
farm 
agent, 
who 
stated that “it had been said th ai 
the M ethodists had ruled liquor out 
of the country and were now Irv­ 
ing to make the Baptists eat chick­ 
en.” 
Dr. Hunnicutt said in part: 
“ W hile a Baptist, I still like to at­ 
tend the Methodist 
‘yaller 
legged 
chicken feast.’ 
I want to toll *'ou 
briefly what I ani doing. 
I am not 
quitting the practice of medicine and 
going into the chicken business. 
I 
have been in that always. 
I know 
there is a whole lot of money in the 
chicken business for I have put it 
there. 
I have a 1000-egg capacity 
incubator, electrically equipped, de­ 
signed. built and operated oy m y­ 
self for the past five years 
I have 
made hatching percentages that av­ 
eraged all the way from nothing to 
ninety per cent, usually nothing. 
I 
realize the necessity for greater and 
b etter hatching capacity in the Braz­ 
os V alley.” 
H at ch O n ly Be st E g g s 
Dr. H unnicutt then went into con­ 
siderable detail explaining the Bryan 
H atchery which was unable to take 
care of all of its business, especial­ 
ly th a t of the custom trade. 
He said 
the new hatchery of 10,000 capac­ 
ity, which he was going to install, 
was not in any way competitive to 
the Bryan H atchery, but, while an 
entirely separate and distinct insti­ 
tution, and 
privately 
owned 
and 
privately operated, would, 
at 
the 
same time, co-operate with the other 
hatchery in caring for the busines- 
that is going to w aste— business th at 
is coming in from all parts of the 
state, as well as locally. 
Dr. Hunni­ 
cutt said th at he was securing the 
services of an expert chicken man 
with several years of experience, to 
m anage the business for him but that 
everything would 
be under 
his pre- 
ronal observation 
and 
the people 
could expect him 
to see to it th at 
the hatchery was 
pr perly 
run an 
in an honest manner. 
“ The hatch­ 
ery we are putting in,” he said, “ is 
intended for you people of this lo­ 
cality to bring your eggs, get them 
hatched, and, be given chickens in 
return th at have hatched from your 
own eggs and not those brought in 
by some other person. 
Only stand­ 
ard-bred eggs are to be hatched in 
thi> incubator, this being the idea o 
Dr. H unnicutt, to bring the com m un­ 
ity to raising only the best stock, 
whi h will, in itself, be of wonderful 
and lasting benefit to those who get 
rid of their mongrel stock. 
Dr. Hun 
nicutt closed with saying that it was 
unlikely th at even the two hatcheries 
with a combined hatching capacity of 
30,000 eggs could take care of both 
the local and state business.

that he had killed hundreds of rattle­ 
snakes in Texas and Oklahoma, but 
had never before found on** of the 
black diamond species.
